per  day  (the  same  as  in  1937).  The  average  cost  per  In-patient, 
including  all  expenses,  has  been  10/6^d.  per  day,  £3  13s.  7-fd. 
per  week,  ^  1 92  Os.  ljd.  per  annum.  The  corresponding  figures 
in  1937  were  ll/2fd.  per  day,  £3  18s.  2d.  per  week,  ^203  15s.  lOd. 
per  annum. 

Staff  •  —Under  the  skilful  direction  of  the  Medical  Officers  and 
the  efficient  and  sympathetic  administration  of  the  Matron,  the 
Nursing  Staff  have  carried  on  their  work  with  great  success. 
Numerous  letters  have  been  received  from  grateful  patients  giving 
tribute  to  their  devotion  and  energy. 


Hospital  League. — The  membership  of  the  League  continues 
to  increase  to  the  benefit  of  the  neighbourhood.

Rules  and  Regulations 


Name  and  District. 

I.  The  Hospital  shall  be  known  as  The  Lyme  Regis  and 
District  Cottage  Hospital.  The  District  is  to  include  Lyme  Regis, 
Uplyme,  Charmouth,  Catherston  Leweston,  Combpyne,  Monkton 
Wyld,  Morcombelake,  Rousdon  and  Axmouth,  Ryall,  Whitchurch 
Canonicorum  and  Wootton  Fitzpaine. 

Objects. 

II.  The  Hospital  is  for  the  accommodation  of  patients 
suffering  from  non-infectious  disease,  and  for  cases  of  accident, 
but  cases  of  enteric  may  be  admitted  if  necessary. 

Trustees- 

III.  All  real  and  leasehold  property  and  all  investments 
shall  be  vested  in  the  names  of  five  Trustees,  appointed  for  life, 
and  they  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  deeds  and  documents  of 
title.  Any  vacancy  occurring  is  filled  up  by  the  remaining  Trustees. 

Management. 

IV.  The  Management  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Committee  of  fifteen  elected  members  in  addition  to  ex-officio 
members  as  mentioned  below.  The  fifteen  elected  members  shall 
be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  one-third  retiring 
annually  by  rotation,  but  being  eligible  for  re-election.  Vacancies 
on  the  Committee  occurring  during  the  year  may  be  filled  by 
co-option. 

Officers. 

V.  The  following,  with  the  Trustees,  shall  be  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Committee  :  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  Medical 
Officers,  Dental  Surgeon  and  Masseuses,  Secretary,  Assistant 
Secretary,  Treasurer  and  two  representatives  of  the  Hospital 
League.  These  officers,  with  the  exception  of  the  Trustees,  and 
two  representatives  of  the  Hospital  League,  shall  also  be  elected  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers.  They  shall  retire  annually 
but  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Vacancies  occurring  during  the 
year  may  be  filled  by  the  Committee. 

Meetings  of  Committee. 

VI.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
every  month  at  2.30  o’clock,  subject  to  such  variation  of  date  and 
hour  as  the  Committee  may  decide,  but  they  may  meet  at  other 
times,  if  necessary,  and  five  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Meetings  of  Subscribers. 

VII.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  held 
before  the  end  of  March  in  every  year.  Only  subscribers  of  half-a- 
crown  and  upwards  whose  names  appear  in  the  last  report  shall 
have  power  to  vote. 

Special  Meetings. 

VIII.  A  Special  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  may  be  held 
at  any  time  at  the  desire  of  the  Chairman  or  on  a  requisition  to  the 
Secretary  signed  by  not  less  than  six  Subscribers. 


Medical  Staff. 

IX.  The  Medical  Department  shall  be  under  the  superinten¬ 
dence  and  control  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  and  each 
Patient  may  be  under  the  care  of  his  or  her  own  Medical  Attendant, 
provided  he  is  one  of  the  Hospital  Medical  Staff. 

Matron. 

X.  Subject  to  the  general  control  of  the  Committee,  the 
Matron  shall  have  power  to  engage  and  dismiss  Nurses  and  Servants. 
She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safekeeping  of  all  furniture,  stores, 
and  equipment.  She  shall  order  all  provisions,  check  charges  and 
bills,  and  present  accounts  with  a  monthly  report  for  the  inspection 
of  the  Committee  at  the  next  meeting. 

Admission. 

XI.  Except  in  case  of  accident  and  emergency  no  person  shall 
ordinarily  be  admitted  as  In-patient  from  outside  the  Hospital 
District. 

Fees  for  Patients. 

XII.  In-patients  belonging  to  the  District  will  usually  be 
required  to  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  one  guinea  a  week  (children 
half  a  guinea),  the  exact  amount  to  be  determined  by  the 
Committee.  The  fees  for  private  wards  shall  be  seven  guineas 
and  five  guineas  a  week  respectively  for  regular  Subscribers,  except 
by  express  permission  of  the  Committee.  Special  Nurses,  Theatre 
and  X  Ray  Fees,  dressing,  drugs  and  stimulants,  may  be  charged 
extra. 

Length  of  Stay. 

XIII.  No  case  shall  remain  in  the  Hospital  for  more  than 
eight  weeks,  unless  the  necessity  is  certified  by  one  of  the  Medical 
Officers  and  authority  of  the  Committee  obtained. 

Out-Patients. 

XIV.  Out-patients  attending  at  the  Hospital  for  treatment 
will  be  charged  a  small  fee. 

Extra  Provisions. 

XV.  Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  in  the  Hospital  and 
In-patients  may  not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance  on  the 
case  or  of  the  Matron. 

Visitors. 

XVI.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  every  Sunday, 
Tuesday  and  Thursday,  from  2  to  4  p.m.  but  these  times  may  be 
modified  by  the  Matron  for  particular  cases. 
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Rules. 

XVII.  No  change  shall  be  made  to  these  Rules  except  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  or  at  a  Special  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  and 
two  weeks  previous  notice  of  any  proposed  alteration  must  be 
given  in  writing  to  the  Secretary.
